"NEWSECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that the shortage of
tenporary worker housing is due in part to inappropriate construction

requi renents for tenporary worker shelter and related facilities. It
is the intent of the legislature that tenporary worker housing
devel opers, including enployers, be provided with a regulatory

framework that allows shelter to be provided that neets the basic
dignity, confort, comon decency, health, and safety needs of workers.

It is the intent of chapter . . ., Laws of 1997 (this act) to provide
a tenporary worker housing building code that will encourage private
devel opment of tenporary worker housing, and will accomodate a w de

range of building materials and new and i nnovati ve construction formats
that are not possible under previously applicable codes.

NEW SECTION.. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 19.27 RCW
to read as foll ows:

Tenpor ary wor ker housi ng shall be constructed, altered, or repaired
as provided in chapter 70.114A RCW The construction, alteration, or
repair of tenporary worker housing is not subject to the codes adopted
under RCW 19.27.031, except as provided in any code adopted under
chapter 70.114A RCW For the purposes of this section "tenporary
wor ker housi ng" nmeans a shelter, place, area, or piece of |and where
sl eepi ng pl aces or housing sites are provided by an enpl oyer for his or
her enployees for tenporary seasonal occupancy, not to exceed siXx
months in a twelve-nonth period, at the enployees’ worksite, and
i ncl udes | abor canps under RCW 70.54.110. The term "tenporary worker
housi ng" does not include tents and tent platforns.

Sec. 3. RCW 70. 114A. 080 and 1995 ¢ 220 s 8 are each anended to
read as fol |l ows:
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((By—beecenber—1—1996,)) The state building code council shall
((develop)) adopt by rule under chapter 34.05 RCW a tenporary worker

((heusing)) building code, in conformance with the tenporary worker
housi ng st andards devel oped under the Washi ngton industrial safety and
health act, chapter 49.17 RCW the rules adopted by the state board of
heal th under RCW 70. 54. 110, and the foll ow ng guidelines:

(1) The code shall provide construction standards for shelter and
associated facilities that are safe, secure, and capable of
wi t hstanding the stresses and | oads associated wth their designated
use, and to which they are likely to be subjected by the el enents.

(2) The code shall permt and facilitate designs and formats that
allow for maxinmum affordability, consistent with the provision of
decent, safe, and sanitary housing.

(3) In developing the code the council shall consider: (a) The
need for dormtory type housing for groups of unrelated individuals;
and (b) the need for housing to accommpbdate fam i es.

(4) The code shall include construction standards for ((a—varety
ef—formatss—tneluding—but—not—Hmted—to)): (a) ((Fents—and—tent
platforns)) Straw bale exterior wall structures; and (b) hard-shell
single exterior wall structures.

(5) The code shall include standards for tenporary worker housing
that is to be used only during periods when no auxiliary heat is
required.

In ((developing)) adopting the tenporary worker ((hoeusing))
buil ding code, it is the intent of the legislature that the building
code counci| nmake exceptions to the codes listed in RCW19. 27. 031, and
chapter 19.27A RCW in keeping with the guidelines set forth in this
secti on.

into consideration the guidelines devel oped by the technical advisory
committee for the devel opnent of the initial tenporary worker buil ding
code adopted by the state building code council under section 8,
chapter 220, Laws of 1995, and presented to the | egi sl ature on Decenber
1, 1996. The state building code council shall consider additiona
input from all interested parties, including seasonal agricultura
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wor kers, before adopting the tenporary worker buil di ng code under this

secti on.
The tenmporary worker buil ding code authorized and required by this

section shall be enforced by the departnent.

Sec. 4. RCWA43.70.340 and 1990 ¢ 253 s 3 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The farmaorker housing inspection fund is established in the
custody of the state treasury. The departnent of health shall deposit
all funds received under subsection (2) of this section and fromthe
| egislature to adm ni ster a | abor canp i nspection program conduct ed by
the departnent of health. D sbursement from the fund shall be on
aut hori zation of the secretary of health or the secretary’ s designee.
The fund is subject to the allotnent procedure provided under chapter
43.88 RCW but no appropriation is required for disbursenents.

(2) There is inposed a fee on each operating |icense issued by the
departnment of health to every operator of a labor canp that is
regulated by the state board of health. The fee paid under this

subsection shall include all necessary inspection of the units to
ensure conpliance with applicable state board of health rul es on | abor
canps.

(a) Fifty dollars shall be charged for each | abor canp containing
six or less units.

(b) Seventy-five dollars shall be charged for each |abor canmp
containing nore than six units.

(3) The term of the operating license and the application
procedures shall be established, by rule, by the departnent of health.

(4) The departnent of health shall establish a building permt fee

schedul e for tenporary worker housing subject to chapter 70.114A RCW

The departnment of health shall develop rules to establish a fee

schedul e sufficient to cover the cost of all necessary plan revi ews and

on-site construction inspections of the tenporary worker housing to

ensure conpliance with the codes devel oped under RCW 70. 114A.080."

EFFECT: Specifies that tents and tent platforns are not covered

under tenporary worker building code. Limts tenporary housing
construction standards to straw bale and hard-shell single exterior
wal | structures. Instructs the state building code council to adopt



1 and maintain the tenporary worker building code. The departnent of
2 health is still responsible for enforcenent.
